CAUSED SUICIDE 


. f. Kline Cuts His Throat 
With Dull Razor 


‘Before Aid Could Be Summoned He 
Bled to Death—Home Was in 
Savannah, But Had Been 
Living in Atlanta 
Recently. 


With a razor, its edge so full of gaps 
that it resembled a saw more than a 
keen blade, 8. F. Kline, a young man of 
Savannah, yesterday morning chopped 
his throat from eart to ear at hig board- 
ing house, !42 South Pryor street. 

A more brutal death could not have 
been conceived by the most cruel avenger 
than that which Kline apparently gave 
himself. And yet so quickly did death 
come that there’ must have been little if 
anv pain experienced. 

For more than a month he had been 
living at the Chisholm building on South 
Pryor street. He was apparently 25 or 
26 years of age, 5 feet 7 or 8 inches tall, 
with square shoulders, a well developed 
chest, an easy, raceful movement, a 
pleasant, ever-smiling face, a genial and 
usually happy disposition, he found it 
quite easy to make friends. Always a 
neat and attractive dresser, a pleasant 
talker and a devotee of music, he quickly 
became a popular member of the house- 
hold. 

But to even the most casual observer 
it was apparent that Kline was carrying 
with him a life-story. Occasionally he 
came home under the influence of liquor. 
He was never drunk. But during these 
times he was either decidedly moody or 
extremely reticent. Yet an occasional 
word induced a sympathy from those 
about him or aroused a .curiosity as to/|} 
the cause of his secret sorrow. It was 
almost a certainty among those with 
whom he associated that an event of the 
past was weighing heavily upon his 
mind. 

At intervals Kline would talk of his 
home in Savannah, of his mother, of
